Washington, and Des Moines, Washington, Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark announced. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover advised that numbered 
among those arrested were alleged members of the "Minutemen, M a ' 
Secret atiticommunist group whose aim is to combat the communists 
"after" they take over this country. Mr. Hoover advised that the 
arrests were made on the basis of a complaint filed by an Agent of the 
FBI in Seattle, Washington, v this morning. The complaint alleges that 
the arrested men planned to rob three banks in Redmond, Washington, 
today and had also discussed the robbing of a bank in Des Moines, 
Washington. In addition, they allegedly planned to dynamite the Red- 
mond, Washington, power plant and police facilities as diversionary 
^ tactics immediately prior to the planned robberies. 

Mr. Hoover identified those arrested today, as follows: 

Duane Ivan Carlson, aged 35, an alleged full time 
employee of the "Minutemen" organization. He is single and was, 
last known to be residing at 2110 Northeast 83rd, Seattle, Washington.

FBI Agents today arrested 7 individuals in the State of 
Washington on a charge of conspiring to rob four banks in Redmond, 
Washington, and Des Moines, Washington, Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark announced. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover advised that numbered 
among those arrested were alleged members of the "Minutemen, " a 
secret anticommunist group whose aim is to combat the communists 
"after" they take over this country. Mr. Hoover advised that the 
arrests were made on the basis of a complaint filed by an Agent of the 
FBI in Seattle, Washington, this morning. The complaint alleges that 
the arrested men planned to rob three banks in Redmond, Washington, 
today and had also discussed the robbing of a bank in Des Moines, 
Washington. M addition, they .allegedly planned to dynamite the Red- 
mond, Washington, power plant and police facilities as diversionary 
tactics immediately prior to the planned robberies. 

Mr. Hoover identified those arrested today as follows:

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This case involves £Ke7b*ank robberies of three banks in Redmond, 
Washington, and the planning of the robbery of a bank in Des Moines, Washing- 
ton, by members of the "Minutemen. " Subjects have also discussed attacking 
the Redmond Police Department, the dynamiting of the Redmond Power Plant 
and the burning of homes as diversionary tactics immediately prior to the 
planned bank robberies. Complaints have been filed and it is anticipated 
that the arrests will be made this morning (shortly after 12 Noon, 
Washington, D. C, time) in the area of Seattle, Washington. Five of the 
subjects are known, the remaining two are unknown, however, John Doe 
warrants have been obtained for these two. 

It is believed that a national press release is desirable in this 
matter. Appropriate background information concerning the unknown individuals 
will be incorporated in the release after the arrests are made. In addition, 
it is noted that a strong possibility exists that dynamite, molotov cocktails, 
guns and ammunition and other materials may possibly be seized at the time 
of the arrests. li such is the case,' same will be incorporated into the release.

Based on a complaint filed by a Special Agent of this 
Bureau before the United States Commissioner in Seattle, Washington, 
on January 26, 1968, charging the seven subjects with conspiracy to 
violate the Federal Bank Robbery Statute, all subjects were arrested 
by the FBI without incident on the same date. Our Agents seized, 
incidental to the arrests, a large amount of material which was to 
have been used in the perpetration of the robberies.
